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This decision addresses the petition under 37 CFR 1.47(b), filed December 22, 2004 and 
supplemented on January 7, 2005. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.47(b) is granted. 

Petitioner has shown that the non-signing inventor, Lu Hao Leng, has refused to join in the filing 
of the above-identified application after having been presented with the application papers. 
Specifically, the petition signed by Attorney Richard B. Lazarus establishes that the inventor was 
mailed, inter alia, the application papers, including the specification, claims and drawings, but 
failed to respond to the request that he sign the declaration. Nathan Heisey, an employee of Cosco 
Management, Inc. (COSCO), a party in interest, has provided a declaration that states Mr. Leng's 
representative, Mr. Martin Yang, told him that Mr. Leng would not sign the declaration.

The petition under 37 CFR 1.47(b) is granted. This application and papers have been reviewed 
and found in compliance with 37 CFR 1.47(b). This application is hereby accorded Rule 1.47(b) 
status .
